Small Bus:':iess Administration 
guaranteed a $135,000 bank loan 
to H high-salaried Negro base- 
ball star Lou Brock under its

Brocc, the St. Louis Cardi- 


nals' left fielder, said no one 
ever told him the guarantee was 
made through the SBA's minori- 
ty enterprise program rather 
than the stricter conventional 
bus!iess loan program. 


"It never even came up,"said 


the $85,000-a -year star of the 
past two World Series. "Not 
even once that I can recall." 


Brock said all he sought was 


conventional SBA financing that 
would allow him to open an au- 
tomobile dealership in heavily 
Negro East St. Louis. 


"I went to them not in the 


sense of asking for a minority 
loan. Hell, I went to them for a 
loan—period." 


The St. 
Louis SBA office, 


which officials 
in Washington 


sny is lagging in loans to ghetto 
dwellers, granted Brock the 90 
per cent guarantee Miiv.h ?, 
three days after he applied. 


The 
guarantee 
represented 


about 10 per cent of the $1.1 mil- 
lion in total minority business 
transacted by the St. Louis of- 
fice from July 1968 through last 
May. 


Brock, 30, also owns a florist 


shop and a share of a chicken 
franchising firm which have no 
SBA involvement. He said he

partment was gearing itself to 
try and prevent the annual hol- 
iday highway bloodbath from 
occurring this year. 


More than 350 State Police 


officers, 
working 
in 12-hour 


shifts and armed with radar 
vascar devices and using air- 
planes, 
will patrol the state 


highways during 
the 
7 8-hour 


period. 


The police operation will be 


called Red, White and Blue. 


"The 
red is for the tragic 


reality of death and destruction 
on our streets and highways," 
Scott said. "Blue sybolizes fair 
and impartial law enforcement, 
an 
American ideal 
and the 


basic premise of the State Po- 
lice operation, 


"White will symbolize tran- 


quility 
and 
safety 
on 
our 


streets and highways in Arkan- 
sas during the holiday period," 
he said. 


Reviewing last year's holiday 


victims, Scott said. "We've got 
a 
real problem—\vo knew it 


when 
we 
saw 
the 
list of 


deaths." 


The seven dead included an 


Alma housewife who failed to 
ytell the right of way and died 
when a speeding car struck her 
vehicle, State Police records 
show. 


A 3-year-old child was play- 


ing happily with some other 
children in an open field when 
he decided he was lite getting 
home. He was struck by an au- 
tomobile when he darted onto 
the highway. 


A Hot Springs man lost con- 


trol of his car 
when it wan- 


dered off the right side of the 
highway. 
Instinctively, 
he 


jerked'the wheel to the left to 
get back 
onto the road and 


swerved into the path of anoth- 
er car. He and a passenger 
were killed. 


An elderly Udy sauntered

as many as 450,000 court mar- 
tial convictions could be thrown 
out, 


The court headed by now»re* 


tired Chief Justice Earl Warren 
ruled 5*3 that servicemen may 
be tried in military courts only 
if their offenses were "service 
connected." Warren voted with 
the majority. 


The case involved Army Sgt. 


James F. O'Callahan who was 
sentenced to 10 years in a mili- 
tary prison after a court martial 
convicted 
him 
of 
attempted 


rape in Hawaii. 


Advised by his legal aides, 


Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird originally wrote the Jus- 
tice Department suggesting the 
Supreme Court be asked for a 
rehearing. Laird contended the 
decision "overturns almost 200 
years of practice and law." 


After considerable consulta- 


tion between U.S. Solicitor Gen. 
gerwin N. Griswold and Maj. 
Gen. Kenneth J. Hodson, the 
Army's judge advocate general, 
it was decided not to go through 
with the petition for rehearing, 
sources said. 


The main reasons were that 


very 
few such petitions 
are 


granted and because the case 
could not be heard again, in any 
event, until the Supreme Court's 
October session. 


Instead, the Army and Justice 


Department legal strategists de- 
cided to bank their hopes on oth- 
er cases now moving toward the 
Supreme Court. 


An important consideration in 


this strategy, it was said, was 
the two new faces on the Su- 
preme Court when its fall term 
begings— the new chief justice, 
Warren E. Burger, and the re- 
placement for Justice Abe For- 
tas, who has resigned. 


The Army hopes the two new 


members 
will be enough to 


change the court's position on 
similar new cases or at least 
rule that the O'Callahan deci- 
sion is not retroactive. 


In handing down its June 2 de- 


cision, the Supreme Court was 
silent on the issue whether its 
impact was retroactive. 


The 
Army judge advocate 


general told reporters at the 
time that the opinion "is retro- 
active for 180 years unless the 
court later on changes it." 


It is this point which Army 


lawyers feel strongly is most in 
need of clarification to avoid the 
wholesale reversal of military 
courts martial convictions.

satellites around the world from 
the ruins of a fortress in Caer* 
narvon, Wales, was a repetition 
of rites that were centuries old, 
crusted with tradition and bril« 
liant with color, 
The "high- 


lights" carried later on the 
news shows could only hint at 
the brilliance 
of the whole. 


Viewers who saw the big show 
in black and white missed about 
half of it. 


"Pomp, but moving pomp," 


Hugh Downs called It. There 
were almost two hours of cere- 
monies. The British royal fami- 
ly turned out in force. Lords and 
ladies in full regalia marched in 
solemn procession. There were 
soldiers in flashing armor and 
proud plumed helmets 
riding 


spirited horses. 
Trumpet fan- 


fares echoed from the castle 
battlement. The place seemed 
awash with red velvet, white erd 
mine and gold. 


A young prince with an engag- 


ing, shy manner—and cheeks 
pink with nervousness— was giv- 
en the symbolic crown, sword, 
ring and sceptre by Britain's 
queen, his mother. The occa- 
sion was given some suspense 
by the off-camera threats of vio- 
lence by a dissident Welsh 
group, and at one point viewers 
heard the sound of a gun going 
off.

on Wales' north coast, after the 
overnight trip from Holyhead, 
on the Isle of Anglesey. But se- 
curity was heavy, and Na"y 
frogman searched the Llandud- 
no pier for bombs throughout 
the night. 


Charles landed just after 9 


a.m. wearing a dark brown suit. 
As the royal barge moved to- 
ward the pier, he waved in ac- 
knowledgment of the cheers. 


The prince had said he want- 


ed to meet as many Welsh peo- 
ple as possible during his tour. 
At 
Llandudno town hall, 
he 


signed 
the visitors book and 


talked with local officials. 


While he was ashore, his sis- 


ter, Princess Anne, and other 
guests on the Britannia disem- 
barked from the Britannia and 
left for London by special train. 


Charles was to visit Denbigh, 


Caernarvon, Merioneth, Mont- 
gomery and Cardigan Shires to- 
day before returning to spend 
the night aboard the Britannia 
off Newquay on the wyst coast 
of Wabs. 


Charles invited his closest 


friends to an informal celebra- 
tion 
dinner 
Tuesday 
night 


aboard the royal yacht Britan- 
nia. The guest list, particularly 
the girls, was headline news in 
Britain and aroused fresh spec- 
ulation about the nafion's most 
eligible bachelor. 


The girls included Lucia San-

son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkie and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to James H. Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, and Col. W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 
1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929-C. L. Palmer and A.M. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 -Following 
Mr! Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 -With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish-

newspapers —and that in- 
cludes us — have been pub- 


lishing a lot of bad news, the 
kind of news that upsets readers

it. What American, for example, 
wants to believe that we are 
leaving a battlefield in Vietnam 
without winning a victory? Or 
that we do nothing In retaliation 
when an American naval vessel 
is captured and its crew impri- 
soned? Or that an island nation 
which we liberated from Euro- 
pean 
colonialism 
has 
turned 


Communist and now hates us? 


The same goes for the news 


here at home. Assassinations . . 
. . bloody confrontations In city 
streets . . . respected univer- 
sities torn apart by minority 
groups of students. . .fantastic 
demands by minority groups of 
black militants. Where will Hall 
end? And In Memphis. What citi- 
zen, proud of his city, likes to 
be told that there is poverty and 
hunger in our midst? . . .that 
our streets are dirty? . . .that 
our streams are choked with 
pollution? .. . that we still have 
discrimination? . . .that crime 
is rampant? 


Bad news it is, unpleasant, 


ugly, and sometimes it hits us 
right between the eyes —painful 
to our community conscience, a 
damper on our civic enterprise. 
Then why print it? Why doesn't 
the 
newspaper 
publish 
good 


news? We do, we do. A far great- 
er portion of our time and space 
is devoted to publishing good 
news than the bad. Go through 
the paper and you will see what 
we mean . . .news about poli- 
tics and government. . .about 
business. . .entertainment. . . . 
young people . . .church activi- 
ties . . .sports . . .education. . . 
health . . . home and family. 


Now, let us ask YOU a quest- 


ion. Suppose you knew that a ra- 
bid dog was at large in your 
neighborhood. What would you 
do? You'd report it, of course; 
you'd warn your neighborhood to 
be on the alert. Thus, one sick 
dog becomes bad news, but it 
must be reported for the sake 
of the community's health. 


We don't enjoy publishing the 


bad news any more than you en- 
joy reading it. Bad news disturbs

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 
retary of State William P, flog* 
ers said today that battle activi- 
ty in Vietnam in the last week 
may have dropped to the lowest 
level of the war and he Indicat- 
ed this could increase U.S. troop 
withdrawals if the lull contin- 
ues. 


Rogers also told a news con- 


ference that "we know pretty 
conclusively" that the infiltra- 
tion of North Vietnamese troops 
into South Vietnam has declined 
in the last two or three months 
but the reason for this is not 
clear. 


Rogers cautioned that the rea- 


son for the battlefield lull Is not 
yet quite clear either, saying 
more time wMd be required to 
decide whether it was political' 
ly significant/ 


He said, however, that "w« 


hope this Is a response to the 
announcement by President Nix- 
on and President Thieu of South 
Vietnam 
at 
Midway." The 


Midway announcement June 8 
disclosed Nixon's decision to 
withdraw 
25,000 
American 


troops by the end of August. 


Rogers said he had talked 


with Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird immediately before 
going into the news conference. 


He said: "He told me that last 


week we had the lowest level in 
combat activity in Vietnam in a 
long time—possibly during the 
whole war." 


"We don't know the meaning 


of this," Rogers said.
